INDIAN CURRENCY POLICY. 


‘Ata srdwded movting of Lie East India As- 
sociation at the Catton Hall, Westminister, on 
Juno 14, Sir James Wilson, late Financial Com: 
missioner in the Panjab, read an_olaborate and 
valuable paper on this subject. He showed that 

reat advantage bad accrued to the country 
rom tho. policy initiated in 1895, and urged 
that when Government had acquired o sufficient 
resurve of gold it should exercise liberty of 
choiow aa to whather it gave gold ox rapees in 
payment of ourrency notes or Council bills, and 
should eaago to be bound to give rupeos for gold, 
Tho import duty on silver should be further 


J ontanced, aud arrangements should be mate 


foy coining sovereigns in India and for tho 
tentative isene of stan rupdo gold coin. 

Sir David Burtour, who was inthe ebair, 
gave on outline af the history of the closing of-| 
the. Mints in 1893, when he waa Financial 
Member of the Government of India., For 
aie he was opposed:.to the olosing of the 

inte, and it was advocated by many. persons 
before ha took it up, When the fall in the 
price of silver first ocourred in the seventies it, 
wos universally held in England that thy change 
was duo to what was called~deprociation. of 
silvor. But when the matter came | to be 
moro . carafnlly. . investigated it was found 
that the change was in gold prices, which 
had fallen lurgely,. and that nilver prices 
wore nearly stable. In view of thia fact, and of 
the farther fact that the production of gold was 
stationary or, dwindling, it was. out of: the 
question to think of, establishing « gold standard 
ip India, Anattompt wat then made to go 
back by international agreement to the old 
system of double legal tender, and the contest 
lasted for many years and with finctuating 
tuner, Iu.tho ond he had to confess. the:
